W e have lately been favored with the 
perusal of a letter from a very intelli­ 
gent merchant in Bordeaux, under date 
ofthe 12th of July, which satisfies us 
that tl\e dccrees were not revoked. 


“ The American vessels (says this 
letter) which have arrived in France 
«inre the month of November, have ex­ 
perienced great delays, but their car­ 
goes have finally been admitted by spe­ 
cial decrees of the I’^mpcror, on condi­ 
tion of exporting two-thirds of their es- 
'timated value in silk goods, and the re­ 
mainder in other French productions.” 
The same letter in another place 
s;wi, “ It now appears, that the English 
Ministry are determined to persevere 
in their orders ; and on the other hand 
the continental rvstem (of which the 
Berlin and Milan dccrees form a part) 
will bc muintained.” 


In another place, the same letter says, 


“ American vessels are now admitted 
to an entry, with the productions of the 
Unite<l States , but colonial goods aro 
only admitted under special permits.” 
As the Emperor (if France hos a right 
to refuse admission to our vessels, or 
our produco altogether, he has of course 
a right, to prescribe the terms upon 
which they shall be admitted. 
This is 
a right which eveiy nation posüesses, 
und which we do not mean to question ; 
but wc have a right to counteract the 
effect of such restrictions, by regula- 
t'ons of our own.

ings, fine Paris or Suave china, with o* * 
thcr expensive and costly goods, con­ 
sumed mostly by the ricli. 'I'hese same 
dcmocrjtic Lords, some few years since, 
took the duty ofi‘ of salt, because it fell 
lu avily Upon the poor ; and now they 
dnuule the price of this ncccssary arti­ 
cle, hy a prohibition — When our m e­ 
chanics have to pay double price lor 
their tools, common Liver^jool ware 
gets to the price of China, and salt gets 
to a dollar and a quarter per bushel, 
which it surely will before Christmas, 
wc shall understand the wisdom of our 
present mcysurcs. 
It may, however, 
afford son.c consolation, that the wants 
of the rich have been attended to, and 
that silks, laces, Stc, will be afforded 
much cheaper than heretofore ; and yet 
we hear eternally of the consideration 
which is paid to tlie interests and wishes 
of the poor, by our benevolent rulers, 
wliilst ihe federalists arc represented 
as unfeeling aristocrat.s and monarchists.
